The educational reform movement has brought with it many 
valuable reports of projects on organizational change. The NEA 
Center for the Study of Instruction (CSI) is pleased to make 
available to a wide audience this bibliography by Robert H. 
Anderson, Professor of Education, Harvard University, Graduate 
School of Education. 

Since the four-volume Report of the NEA Project on Instruc- 
tion was published in 1963, many schools have made noteworthy 
progress in making more effective use of the time and talents of 
students and teachers. Nongrading, team teaching, programed 
instruction, new media, individualized learning — these are more 
than well-known terms today. Dr. Anderson is well qualified to 
select from the vast array of literature on these and other issues. 
The entries presented in the following pages should serve as a 
valuable resource for all who want to study trends in school 
organization.
